Little did anyone know, 
these guys could rock to the top 
and change the Rock industry 
forever.

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bombed in both the U.S. and 
Canada. 

But like any other band, 
they got back on their feet and 
came out with their second album 
called “Най п’ Dry". This album 
brought some heavy cash for the 
band members with great 
releases like "Let It Go", and "Me 
and My Wine." However, during 
the High n' Dry European Tour, 
band member Pete Willis decided 
to leave the band in order to join 
another band called "Girl." 
Nonetheless, Def Leppard went 
on with Phil Colleen (not to be 
mistaken for Phil Collins) as the 
new lead guitarist. 

Two years later, (1983) 
Def Leppard kicked in with yet 
another album and called it 
"Pyromania." This album had 
famous releases like 
"Photograph", "Rock of Ages", 
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Foolin"", and before releasing “2 
Late 4 Love,” Def еррага'5 
drummer Rick Allen lost his left 
arm in a car accident. Anyone 
would think such a tragedy would 
break up a band, but the band 
members refused to go on without 
him, and when Rick Allen learned 
to drum with his left leg instead of 
his left arm, Def Leppard came up 
with their latest album after three 
years and was released in August 
of 1987 as "Hysteria." There 
were seven releases from this 
album including "Women," 
"Animal," “Hysteria,” “Pour Some 
Sugar On Ме,” Armageddon It" 
and “Rocket.” The success of this 
album will only make it harder to 
top it with a new album, but no 
matter what happens, always 
remember -"Rocket."
